WHY LOBSTERS ABE SCARCE. 


"Lobsters are scarcer than ever be- 


fore," said a fisherman today. 
"De- 


ite the good prices offered by the 


summer visitors along tbis coast we are 
nnttble to supply the demand. 
The 


present dearth of lobsters has been pre- 
dicted for years, and it has come de- 
spite the fact that the United States 
Fish Commission has planted millions 
of lobsters along the Atlantic coast for 
several years past. 


"I understand that the Commission 


bas now become alarmed over the scarc- 
ity of lobsters. The Fish Commission's 
steamer Grampus has, as the latest re 
sort, started along the Maine coast on a 
roving cruise to buy female lobsters and 
transplant them to the hatcheries at 
Gloucester. The Grampus was here a 
short while the other day. 
Various 


reasons are advanced for the scarcity of 
lobsters along the New England coast, 
and most of the fishermen admit that 
the abundance of traps is responsible 
for the extermination. I believe that 
the reason for the scarcity is that too 
many of the undersized ones have been 
caught and sold in tho past. I was 
talking with a Massachusetts fisherman 
recently and he is of the opinion that 
the cold cunents from the north are 
luunmg too close to the coast this year 
to make lobsters aud blueQsh plenty. A 
mecaber of the Fish Commission states 
that fully 90 per cent cf the canned lob- 
sters used in the United States now 
•ome from the British provinces and 
that the price of lobsters will hereafter 
go higher than ever."

POSTS FOR WIRE FENCE- 


A. Post That Will Hold und Can Be 


Tightened. 


Corner posts should be 10 or. 12 


niche's iu diameter, 8 feet long and set 
in the ground 3% feet. A large stone 
should b« imbedded in the ground in 
line with the fense and six feet from 
the post. A brace should be fastened 
to top of post and rest on centre of 
stone. 
A cable should pass around 


post level with the ground and around 
point of brace and twisted until post 
begins to lean from the stone. Dig a 
trench 3% feet deep, three feet long 
and 4 feet from post, as shown in Fig. 
3. Put 8 strands of wire around the 
"dead man" in the trench, and let them 
come up above the ground. Take more 
wire and pass through the loop formed 
by the 8 wires, and over post and 
brace; fasten and twist Into a cable 
until perfectly tight. This post will 
stand after it has rotted off at the 
ground.

Now take a 2x4 oak scantling; bore 


holes for the fence wires, and wire this 
to the post as shown in Fig. 3. When 
you Avish to put in a new corner post 
all you have to do is 1o cut the wire be- 
tween post and scantling and cut twist- 
cables. I'ut In a new post and cable 
to it again —A. .1.

The Advantage of Cycling. 


The great advantage of cycling as a 


method of locomotion is found in sev- 
er;'1 ways: (1) The weight is rolled 
alons:; C2) the weight of ail the body 
above the legs is supported by the sad- 
dle, so that the lags themsehes luue 
net, as in walking, to support and pro- 
pel at the same time, but nearly all 
the muscular power can be utilized for 
propulsion only: (3) the duty of keep- 
lug the body upright does not fall en- 
tirely on the spine and the muscles of 
the back, because a certain amount of 
support, more or less, according to the. 
position assumed, is given to the 
shoulders through the arms by the 
hands resting on the handles: (4) prac- 
tioally speakmc. there is no expendi- 
ture in maintaining balance; during 
propulsion, balance is entirely auto- 
ma ti-c.—S. S. Buckman. F. G. S., Medic- 
al Magazine. 


Destroying the Cucumber Beetle. 
Ihere are few insects injurious to 


vegetables so hard to overcome as the 
striped cucumber beetle. 
The usual 


plan is to protect the youus plants with 
a hood, but of late yenrs the beetle has 
been quite as formidable after the 
plants are older. 
Bordeaux mixture 


comes in once more as one of the best 
remedies for this insect, althought it 
is by no menus infallible, for the spray- 
Ing is only valuable while the vines 
are younj;, the first application being 
given when the plants first come up, 
the second when they show the third 
leaf, aud once more just as the vines 
liotrin to run. Follow this treatment 
with the young cucumber, melon and 
squash viues, and also plant around 
the border of the entire field iit'tle hills 
of curly squashes. 
When these rows 


of squash plants are up the beetles will 
settle on them. Then green nrseiiite 
should be sprinkled over one-lialf of 
the vines, and over the other half a 
week later, continuing as the'beetles 
come. Tliis treatment, while not whol- 
ly effectual, will rid 
the 
place of 


enough of ilu> beetles to give tfie vines 
inside of the border a fighting chance. 


Sweet Corn For Cows. 


The value of M\cet corn as summer 


fodder for cows can scarcely be over- 
e«timaU'il, and in sections where other 
soiling or forage crops do not succeed 
well, s,\veet corn will pay for all the 
space it occupies and the care neces- 
sary to grow it properly. It also has 
a certain market value as a table food, 
hence is one of the few crops that is 
not a lo«s should the market price fall 
too low to pay for handling. Sweet 
corn will be especially valuable in sea- 
sons when drought is prevalent, and 
will do much to lengthen out scanty 
pastures. Further, it always increases 
the flow of milk, besides adding mater- 
ially to its quality. In cutting, the be^t 
plan is to let it cure for a day before 
feeding, especially when it "is fust 
given as a part of the ration. Tlnnting 
should he made so that a constant sup- 
ply of the fodder will be on band until 
late fall. Any that may not have been 
used may be cured for winter feeding 
or be turned into the best sort of en- 
silage. In nine ca«-es out of ten COA\S 
will eat more sweet corn fodder during 
the winter than either hay or tield 
corn fodder. 


PLACES TO QROW APPLE*. 


Whore Apples, Cherries and All Or>

There are thousands of acrew of land 


in all sections of the country now pro- 
ducing Uttlu or nothing, where apples, 
cherries nnil some other orchard frultn 
could he profitably grown. It must not, 
however, he assumed that new orch- 
ards iu such localities wll be profitable 
unless, they have Intelligent care and 
treatment. The day has gone by wlien 
gnarled, specked fruit will bring a 
price iu which there is any profit; but 
it is safe to say, particularly with ap- 
plet, that the demand for fhe best 
guide is stili far in excess of the sup- 
ply, especially as exports in this line 
are rapidly increasing. This hint Is 
well worth acting upon, not only with 
orchards to be set, but with those now 
in bearing. 


Late cabbage and cauliflower plants 


should be mulched during the summer 
to assist Iu keeping the soil cool and 
moist. Coarse manure fresh from the 
stable. If it contains plenty of straw, 
is excellent for the purpose. 
If the 


weather Is unusually warm, water cftn 
be applied to advantage, but the mulch 
will carry the plants, especially the 
cauliflower, through in good shape, 
even without the water, and the heads 
must be large and full. 


The "dust mulch," keeping the soil 


constantly stirred until it is as fine as 
dust on the surface, will bo especially 
valuable to the garden this year. It is 
an inexpensive way to water and weed 
and brings results every time. The 
plan will also work well in the straw- 
berry patch after fruiting, particuarly 
if jthe weather should he hot and dry 
for a long period, for unless something 
of this kind is done, or moisture is sup- 
plied by irrigation or from the clouds, 
the plant growth will not bo what it 
should to insure a good crop next year. 


Because little is heard about the San 
Jose scale just now, do.n't think that 
the pest is less formidable than it was. 
It is said that a single female produces 
over three millions of young, so that 
the trees should be carefully watched. 
Go over the trees and plants every lit- 
tle while and examine them closely, es- 
pecially those that belong to the rose 
family. Cut down and burn all infect- 
ed trees ,as the only safe way of pre- 
senting the spread of the disease. 


A Chinese Market Gardener. 


Some time ago there came to Wash- 


ington, D. f!., says the National Tri- 
bune, a young Chinaman, Lee i'oit, 
who 
had 
conducted 
a 
successful 


washee-wjiphee emporium in San Fran- 
cisco. 
While (lining at the Chinese 


restaurant he found that none of the 
•vegetables which the Chinese most 
love could be obtained nearer than St. 
Louis, and lie saw an opening for a 
Chinese truck garden. Leasing four 
acres of land out on the Baltimore and 
Ohio road, be send to Sau Francisco 
for seed, highed a negro to plow bia 
land, took up his residence In an old 
barn, and provided himself with a 
full kit of Chinese agricultural imple- 
ments—rake, hoe, spade, trowel, water 
yoke and two 4-gallou watering pots. 
He went over every inch of his plot, 
worked in all the fertilizer he could 
find, beg or buy, brought the land to 
a high state of tilth >and planted his 
seed. 
Then he stirred, weeded and 


watered as paiustakiug as he had pre- 
pared. The water was carried from a 
ditch 100 yards away. lie raised a 
wonderful crop, and every morning 
brought portions of it to sell to his 
countrymen at St. Louis prices plus 
expressage. lie gathered four crops 
last year and made "heap money" on 
each. 
All his plants are strung? to 


American eyes. lie has "chen foil"— 
cabbage; 
"yeptwiu," 
a gourd-like 


melon, 
much 
sought after; other 


melons, larger, that ripen in November 
and sometimes weigh GO Ibs., the first 
ever seen in Washington.

tion of the Bismarck apple, which 
gives promise of being a valuable ad- 
dition to the list ot hardy fruits. Al- 
though onginntng in Australia, it came 
to America by waj of Germany, and 
its test by a limited number of growers 
show t to be of value. The trees are 
very dwasf and produce fruit at an 
earlier age than any other variety un- 
der general cultivation. This feature 
alone will make it sought fo^

A PRICELESS HAIR FROM THE GREA1 


Carnival Time in Russia. 


Shopping, shopping, shopping, goes 


on without intermission, says Good 
Words. Those who can prepare to 
adorn their bodies with one or more 
articles of new clothing, bu'l all make 
preparations for a sumptuous feast. It 
is interesting to watch the shopb, es- 
pecially in the public markets, to see 
the avidity with which every article of 
food is bought up. The butchers come 
in, perhaps, for the largest share of 
custom, as flesh, especially smoked 
ham, is in universal demand. Ham 
among all classes of the community 
is indispensable for the breaking of 
the fast and the due celebration of the 
feast. Dyed eggs are in universal re- 
quest. The exchange of eggs, accom- 
panied with kissing on the lips and 
cheeks in the form of the cross, ac- 
companies all gifts or exchange. The 
"koolitch" and "paska" have also to be 
bought. The Ttoolitch is a sweet kind 
of wheaten bread, circular in form, 
in which there are raisins. It is orna- 
mented with candied sugar and usually 
has the Easter salutation on il "Cliria- 
tos vozkress" ("Christ is risen"), the 
whole surmounted with a large gaudy 
red-paper rose. 


The paska is made of curds, pyra- 


midal in shape, and contains a few 
raisins, and, like the former, has also 
a paper rose inserted on the top. These 
are sine qua non for tin; due observance 
of Easter, but what relations they may 
lave, if any, to tlie Jewish feast of the 
Passover it is diflicult to see, although 
n muny other respects there Is a strik- 
ng resemblance to the service of the 
.emple in Jerufealenvin the ritual of the 
ilusso-Greek church.

BREADTH OF LIGHTNING 


How a Flash Makes a Case Its I<;x< 


act Size. 


' "Did you ever see the diameter of a 
lightning flash measured?" 
'asked a 


geologist. "Well, here is the case which 
once enclosed a flash of lightning, fit- 
ting it exactly, so that you can se« just 
how big it was. This is called a 'ful- 
gurite,' or 'lightning hole," and the ma- 
terial it Is made of is glass. I will tell 
you how it was manufactured, though 
it only took a fraction of a second to 
turn it out. 


"When a bolt of lightning stilkes a 


bed of sand It plunges downward into 
the sand for a distance less or greater, 
transforming 
simultaneously 
Into a 


glass the silica in the material through 
which it passes. Thus, by its great heat, 
it forms a glass tube of precisely its 
own size. Now and then such a tube 
known as 'fulgurite' is found and dug 
up. Fulgurites have been followed into 
the sand by excavation for nearly thir- 
ty feet. They vaiy in interior diameter 
frpm the size of a quill to three inches 
or more, according to the 'bore' of the 
flash. 


"But fulgurites are not alone pro- 


duced in sand; they are found also in 
solid rock, though very naturally of 
slight depth, and frequently existing 
merely as a thin, glassy coating on the 
surface. Such fulgurites occur in as- 
tonishing abundance on the summit of 
Little Ararat, in Armenia. The rock is 
soft and so porous that blocks a foot 
long can be obtained and perforated in 
all directions by little tubes filled with 
bottle green glass formed 
from 
the 


fused rock. There is a small specimen 
in the national museum which has the 
appearance of having been bored by 
the teredo, and the holes made by the 
worm subsequently filled with glass. 


"Some wonderful 
fulgurites 
were 


found by Humboldt on the high Nevada 
de Toluca, in Mexico. 
Masses of the 


rock were covered with a thin layer of 
green glass. Its peculiar shimmer in 
the sun led Humboldt to ascend the 
precipitous peak at the risk of his life."

AROUND 
THE WORLD IN 


THREE DAYS. 


THIRTY- 


Present Around the World Time 


is Just Double That, Being 60 
Days—But Faster Communications 
Will Soon lower This, 
A new world record will soon be 


broken. Prince Hiikoff, Russian Min- 
ister of Communications, stated that 
when the new Siberian railway is com- 
pleted it will be possible to travel 
around the world in thirty-three days. 


Prince Ililkotf arranges his thirty- 


three-day itinerary as follows: 


Bremen, by rail to St. Petersburg, 


one and one half days; St. Petersburg 
to Vladivostok, ten days; Vladivo- 
stok to San Francisco, ten days; San 
Francisco to New York, four and one 
half dais; New York to Bremen, seven 
days; making a total of thirty-three 
days for the trip. 


In calculating this run Prince Hii- 


koff estimates speed on the Siberian 
laihvay at the very modest rate of but 
forty-eight kilometers, or thirty miles, 
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Holding the relic carefully, Mr. Ta 


hsir showed It to the reporter. The 
outer box is of wood, dark and polish- 
ed.

They were on no account, when on 
duty, to'stir unless to salute the Em- 
peror or the Empress.
